Hiring German Troop* 


BERLIN, Dec. 20.—Despite repeated 


British denials, it seems to be a fact 
that British agents are busy in many 
of the rural districts In Germany hir- 
ing veterans for service In South Af- 
rica. Several well-authenticated cases 
have been reported this week, but the 
following incident seems conclusive. 
Tbe District Court of Hamburg has 
just Issued an order for the arrest of a 
British agent named York for hiring 
a number of German peasants In the 
neighborhood for military service, 
which, under the Imperial laws. Is a 
criminal offense. 


There is nothing, however, to inter- 


fere with Herr Krupp in the manufac- 
ture of steel shells for the British ar- 
my. A local paper announces that 25,- 
000 shells are being made on a "rush" 
order and that the men are working 
night and day. 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—Ominous silence I fanned

BRITISH 10 SPIRIT 


IS FLAMING 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


A correspondent of the Daily Nev s, 


telegraphing from Modder river last 
Saturday, says: 
"The Boer position, 


already formidable on December llth, 
has since been greatly strengthened, 
extending for a distance of 
twelve 


miles. It is intrenched according to tbe 
most modern methods throughout its 
entire length; wire fences have beeu 
placed before all the trenches at every 
point; guns have been put in position, 
and there is every evidence that the 
Boers are well supplied with ammuni- 
tion. Only a powerful attacking forco 
can hope to make a successful attack.'' 


The Times, in an article from the pen 


of a military expert, laments the dis- 
persion of the British forces, quotes the 
maxim of Napoleon in favor of con- 
centration, and regrets that Lord Meth- 
nen did not retire to Orange river a 
week ago. 


The latest dispatches received seem 


to show that the British forces are 
standing on the defensive at all points. 
General Buller is ordering the troops 
now arriving at Cape Town to proceed 
to Durban to reinforce the Natal col- 
umn. Absence of news from him has 
led to a surmise that he is trying to 
join General White by a flank move- 
ment 
The appeals for yeomanry and vol- 


unteers are being responded to with 
the greatest enthusiasm in all parts of 
the country. Lord Wolseley proposes 
that the force being raised by the Lord 
Mayor of London be called "The City 
of London Imperial Volunteers." The 
Government expects the total of yeo- 
manry and volunteers to reach 8,000. 
Baron Chesham will command, with 
Lord Lonsdale as Adjutant General. 


The papers are now generally join- 


ing in free criticism of the Govern- 
ment and the War Office as day by day 
fresh proofs of unpreparedness come 
to light. 
Special stress is laid upon 


the failure to provide proper transport, 
which compels the columns to stick 
tight to railways, and upon the inferi- 
ority of the British artillery. 


One of the results of the coal famine 


In the Sheffield district indirectly aris- 
ing out of the war is that several im- 
portant steel firms are not able to get 
coal even from their own collieries a 
few miles distant. They will sue the 
railway companies for non-delivery of 
coal. One of the big armor-plate works 
has shut down partially. 


A. J. Balfour, in his unofficial ca- 


pacity, has written to the Earl of Had- 
dlngton dwelling upon the importance 
ot the movement to raise enough mon- 
ey and volunteer 
forces for South 


Africa. He suggests and offers to as- 
sist a public fund to augment tbe nec- 
dgarily limited allowance made to the 
men by the Government for equipment. 


aueen Will Stay at Windsor. 


LONDON, Dec. Is.—The Court News 


has issued the following announce- 
ment: "The arrangements-made* for 
the Queen's departure from Windsor 
have been postponed until after Christ- 
mas, as owing to the present state of 
affairs in South Africa, the Queen is 
unwilling to be at a great distance from 
London " 
Not for years before has the Queen 


decided to spend Christmas away from 
Osborne. Her decision to remain 
at 


Windsor, m touch with the Cabinet, 
shows in a measure the gravity of the 
crisis and of the anxiety Her Majesty 
feels for tbe welfare u' *** country. 
She is, nevertheless, 
in fair health. 


Saturday morning she took her usual 
drive, and just before dinner that even- 
ing she received- Lord Wolseley, who, 
with Major General Sir Henry Peter 
Bwart, crown equerry to the Queen, 
dined at Windsor.

army reserve, section D, are called out. 
The Seventh Division, which is being 
mobilized, will proceed to South Africa 
without delay. The commander in chief 
in South Africa has been authorized to 
continue to raise at his discretion local 
troops mounted. 


"Nine battalions of militia, In addi- 


tion to two battalions which have al- 
ready volunteered for service at Malta 
and one for service in the Channel isl- 
ands, will be allowed to volunteer for 
service outside of the United Kingdom, 
and an equivalent number of militia 
battalions will be embodied for serv- 
ice at home. 


"A strong force of volunteers, se- 


lected from tbe yeomanry regiments, 
will be formed /or service in South 
Africa. 
"Arrangements are being made for 


the employment in South Africa of a 
strong contingent of carefully selected 
volunteers. The patriotic offers which 
are being received from the colonies 
will, so far as possible, be accepted, 
preference being given to offers of 
mounted contingents." 


Krueger's Peace Terms. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—A cable to the 


Sun from Cologne says: The Magde- 
burg JSeitnng has received a telegram 
from the Transvaal agency in Brussels 
which confirms the statement 
that 


President Krueger is ready to sign -a 
treaty of peace, provided no further 
rights are asked for the Uitlanders 
than they enjoyed before the war, and 
also Great Britain pays the war ex- 
penses incurred by the Boers. If Great 
Britain continues the war, the dispatch 
says, President Krueger and Styn will 
ask the Cape Dutch to proclaim the in- 
dependence of Cape Colony.

Falls Like a Horo at the Head of 


Men. 


MANILA, 
Dec. 20.—The circum- 


stances surrounding the heroic death 
of Major General Lawton at San Ma- 
teo, at 9 o'clock Tuesday 
morning, 


show the nobility of his character. 


When 
Captain 
Ethelbert L. D. 


Breckenridge was shot General Lawton 
assisted in taking the young officer to 
a small depression, which, " it 
was 


thought, offered sufficient protection. 


Bullets rained about the tall form of 


General Lawton as he exposed himself 
above the embankment. Officers about 
him called the General's attention to 
the fact that Filipino 
sharpshooters 


were aiming at him. They begged Mm 
to be careful. General Lawton reso- 
lutely replied: "I must see what is go- 
ing on in the firing line." He then 
started off and Had traversed about fif- 
ty feet, when he met his aids. King and 
Fuller, returning. As they approached 
him General Lawton suddenly paled 
and clenched his hands. 


"What is the matter, General?" ex- 


claimed King. 
"I am shot through the lungs," re- 


plied General Lawton. He pitched for-

He did not speak again, for he 


was dead. 
General Lawton's staff officers were

Wireless Telegraphy Improved 


American Hands- 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 17.—Bold re- 


searches by Professor Reginald Fessen- 
den and his assistant. Professor Kitner, j 
in the electrical laboratory of the 
Western University of Pennsylvania, | 
have resulted in the-production of a t 
receiver for wireless telegraphy that is 
2,000 times more sensitive than the so- 
called "coherer" of the Marconi |ys- 
tem. 
In speaking of the discovery today 


Professor Fessenden said: "Although 
we have improved the receiver so that 
it is 2,000 times as sensitive as the 
original one, we realize that we Have 
not yet begun to see the-Umit. Mar- 
coni, in his brilliant experiments, has 
demonstrated that messages can be 
sent over ninety miles. As our receiv- 
er is several hundred times more sen- 
sitive, It is clear that the messages can 
be sent by our method very much far- 
ther, though just what the limit is I 
would not like to say. It at least should 
be possible to send messages across the 
Atlantic with poles less than 200 feet 
high. The ultimate distance must be 
checked by actual experiment before it 
becomes a ecientifia fact, in the strict- 
est sense." 


NO ALLIANCE WITH RUSSIA. 


Spain. Will ITot Cede Her African 


Possessions. 


MADRID, Dec. 17.—Senor Silvela, 


the Premier, replying to a question on 
the subject in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties yesterday, said the report of an 
alliance between Spain and Russia 
based on the cession of Ceuta, the 
Spanish seaport town in Morocco, op- 
posite Gibraltar, was without founda- 
tion. 
"Neither now nor in the future," he 


declared, "will Spain on any account 
cede her African possessions."

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The Olympia's Surgeon 


on Plague, 


Bubonic Deaths Not Constant in Oc- 


currence and Number Shown 


by Official Figures, 


The appended report of A. F. Pride, 


U. 6. Naval Medical Inspector, written 
Cram *he U. S. Flagship Olympla Is 
noteworthy as it bears directly upon 
die plague at present in Honolulu. 
People are prone to believe that the 
plague, when once It gains a foothold 
in a community, will sweep off the in- 
Jlabltants iby hundreds. So deeply is 
the opinion, settled in their minds tlhat 
Obey are latin to believe tlhat the cases 
of dea-flh reported so far in Honolulu 
.are bubonic, merely because so many 
days intervened between the first and 
recent deaths. The Medical Inspector's 
report mentioned was incorporated in 
the annual report of the Surgeon-Gen- 
^<eral of the U. S. Navy to *he Secretary 
of the Navy, 1899, and the report is as 
follows: 


"Plague:—The bubonic plague was 


present at Hongkong when fhe ship ar- 
rived there February IV <.u, and the 
tnmmber of oases was increasing daily 
in Spite of the isolation of the sick 
aawl energetic disinfection of houses 
and personal effects. Ihe record was 
as follows: 
January 8, two cases; 


January 15, no case; January 22, two 
«ases; January 29, two ca» s; February 
-5, five cases; February 12, five cases; 
February 19, nine cases; February 26, 
forty-seven cases; March 5, twen- 
ty-two cases; March 12, sixteen cases; 
Karen 19, thirty cases; March 2o, for- 
ty-two cases; April 2, forty-two cases; 
April 9, one hundred and six cases; 
April 16, ninety-seven cases; April 23, 
one hundred aaad twenty-seven cases. 
It appears that during May and June 
Ahe 'epidemic reached its highest point, 
about- forty cases dally. Quite a num- 
ber of fatal cases occurred among non- 
Aeiatics. The disease is 
extremely 


-fatal in *he Chinese, the mortality be- 
ing from eighty-five to ninety-five per 
cent. 


"It is thought that the rate of mor- 


tality is somewhat lower in Europeans. 
There was a severe epidemic of this 
•disease at Hongkong in 1894, and a 
more serious one in 1896. The disease 
in each of those years was compara- 
tively limited in extent 'until April or 
May, when It assumed an epidemic 
form and lasted until about the'end of 
Jane" 


THE SAMOA!! TEEATY. 


-America .Gets Tutuila and Other 


Islafnds. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.— The full 


£ext of the treaty negotiated between 
#he United States, Germany and Great 
Britain for the adjustment of the ques- 
iioms between the tlhree Governments 
in reaper to the Samoan Islands was 
made public today. The treaty 'bears 
date at. Washington, December 2, 1899, 
and after reciting its purpose to be to 
.adjust amicably questions 'between the 
ihree powers in respect to the Samoam 
group and to avoid future misunder- 
-stamdings, it proceeds textually as fol- 
lows: 


Article I — The general act concluded 
and signed <by the aforesaid powers at 
Berlin, on — ie 14th day of June, A. D. 
1889, and ail previous treaties, conven- 
tions and agreements relating to Sa- 
moa are annulled. 


Article II— Germany renounces In 


tevor of the United States of America 
all ber rights and claims over and in 
respect to the island of Tutuila, and all 
<ot3ier islands of the Samoan group east 
•of longitude 171 degrees west of Green-

AGtnNALIX) A FUGITIVE. 


He is Fleeing Through. Bontoc With 


Two Soldier*. 


MANILA, Dec. 16, 9:15 a. m.—Major 


Peyton C. March of the Thirty-third 
Infantry has abandoned his pursuit of 
Aguinaldo and has reached Bagnen, in 
the heart of the Grand Cordillera, 
where the range is 10,000 feet high and 
where food is scarce and travel almost 
impossible. 


From native couriers and Spanish 


prisoners it was learned that Aguinal- 
do left Bontoc, in the province of the 
same name, with three women and two 
soldiers, three days ago and headed 
southward, evidently for Bayombong, 
in the province of New Vizcaya, where 
it is thought he may encounter the 
Americans. 


Major March's command was deple- 


ted 20 per cent by the two days' march 
from Cervantes to Bagnen, so he re- 
turned to Cervantes on December 10. 


Scattered bands of Macabebes, which 


have been operating in the north, are 
being collected with the intention of 
sending them back to Manila, as there 
is much sickness 
among them and 


they are unfit for further mountain 
work. 
Lieut. Chadwick and a correspond- 


ent of the Associated Press, the for- 
mer commanding thirty Macabebes, 
have visited the mountain town of 
Pamposand, received the surrender of 
a company of insurgents, including 
three officers, with their arms and am- 
munition. 


General Concepcion and other Fili- 


pino officers, who have surrendered, 
have been taken to Vigan. Concepcion, 
who is cheerful, insists that the insur- 
gent organization will be maintained 
even in the districts where the Ameri- 
cans are operating, claiming that the 
Filipinos can use their troops whenev- 
er they desire. He suggests that the 
only method of terminating the war is 
the capture of Aguinaldo and the, ob- 
taining of an order from him for the 
troops to surrender their arms. But 
Concepcion believes Aguinaldo will 
never be captured.

The above are the contents of a let- 


ter which President Cooper addressed 
to the Minister of Foreign Affairs and 
to all the foreign Consuls in Honolulu 
yesterday afteraoon. Dr. Carmichael 
embodied the letter in his official re- 
ports to San Francisco and Washing- 
ton, in which he declared Honolulu an 
infected port. Consul General Hay- 
wood also notified the State Depart- 
ment at Washington. 


From now on until the quarantine is 


again raised the shipping will be care- 
fully watched by the United 
States 


authorities, and vessels cannot clear 
with a clean bill of health. The Aus- 
tralia, which left for San Francisco 
yesterday, carried 
clearance papers 


which will place ber in quarantine at 
her destination. Pursuant to the or- 
ders of the Health Board, all the Island 
steamers yesterday moved away from 
the wharves to anchorage and passen- 
gers and freight were lightered out to 
them after a careful inspection. 


One or two cases of death were inves- 


tigated by the Health Department yes- 
terday. One of these was a Spaniard 
from Punchbowl street near Queen. An 
autopsy revealed the fact that the man 
died of brain trouble and had no symp- 
toms of the plague. 


Another case was reported by the 


agents of the Board of Health, this 
time a Chinaman 94 years old, who 
was smuggled out of Chinatown and 
sent to the Chinese hospital at Palama. 
Agent Johnson of the Board got wind 
of the removal and accompanied Dr. 
Scaparone to investigate the patient's 
illness. Dr. Li, a Chinese physician, 
also went out and made a careful ex- 
amination of the old man's condition. 
The patient's temperature .registered 
103% and his pulse 120. He was un- 
conscious and only when the right 
groin, which was badly swollen, was 
pressed, did a sound escape him. Dr. 
Scaparone, who has been rather skep- 
tical in pronouncing suspicious cases 
as plague cases, stated his belief that 
the old man had plague symptoms. Dr. 
Li also expressed a similar opinion, 
basing his statement on cases he has 
observed in Hongkong. This is anoth- 
er case which has baffled the previous 
search of the inspectors for sickness in 
Chinatown. 


This state of affairs, where sick Chi- 


nese were carefully concealed in China- 
town and then smuggled to some out- 
lying district, as in the case of the Chi- 
nese who died yesterday at Pawaa, led 
President Cooper to ask the Chinese 
Consul, Vice Consul and representative 
Chinese merchants of the city to have 
a conference with him at 2:30 yester- 
day afternoon. At the hour appointed 
the two officials and about a score of 
Chinese merchants came to the Board 
of Health office to listen to President 
Cooper. Wm. Crawford acted as inter- 
preter. 


It was an important meeting in that 


many of the Chinese have lately be- 
come exasperated at the condition of 
affairs under quarantine restrictions, 
little thinking that in some instances 
their own action, in concealing the sick 
has been responsible, and they have 
also stated that the Board of Health 
had discriminated against the Chinese 
in the matter of cremations and autop- 
sies as against the Japanese, and evi- 
dently have been greatly wrought up 
over it. 


President Cooper's Statement. 
President Cooper, speaking through 


an interpreter, said to the Chinese 
present: 


"I called this meeting for the pur- 


pose of devising ways by which we can 
assist each other at this time. The 
quarantine will be a very great incon- 
venience to every one, but the Board 
will assist in every way to make it as 
light as possible. I want you gentle- 
men to exercise your influence over 
your countrymen BO there will be no 
more friction between the Board of 
Health and those of your people who 
happen to be put to any trouble. 


"It has come to my notice that there 


are certain Chinese who hare posted 
notices around town derogatory to the 
Chinese Consul and Vice Consul, hold- 
ing; them responsible for the conditions 


1 which the quarantine brought 
upon 


them, and for cremating them. I wish 
to state, gentlemen, that has nothing 
to do with the Consul, but rests entire- 
ly wih the Board of Health. 


"It Is charged ajralnst the Board of 


Health that we are making discrimi- 
nation!! against the Chinese In favor of 
thf Japanese. That is not FO. There 
haif> been no cases of plapue amongst 
the Japan???

don't know what will happen. When 
a case of sickness occurs among you, 
don't conceal it, but let the Board know 
about it at once. If you don't do this 
there is no telling how long the plague 
and quarantine will be continued. It 
is very important that you advise your 
countrymen to inform us of all cases of 
sickness, and we will Immediately send 
a physician to see about them." 


Consul: "I desire to ask if the 


Board of Health will not first notify 
me if a case happens to be plague be- 
fore cremating the body. We will then 
be satisfied with your action." 


President Cooper: "Yes, sir, and we 


have also arranged now so that the 
ashes of the dead will be preserved 
and put in an urn so that the friends 
can keep them. We will notify 
the 


Consul in each case." 


Consul: "I would like to ask if any 


case happens in a store if just that 
place alone cannot be quarantined and 
not the whole district." 


President Cooper: "We can do that 


in case there is not a general outbreak. 
If only a single case, we can quaran- 
tine only the one building or place." 


As a result of the conference, in 


which the question of a suitable place 
for fumigating freight was discussed 
at considerable length, an understand- 
ing was reached by which the Consular 
representatives and merchants present 
agreed to assist the Board. 


Some of the merchants requested of 


President Cooper the ashes of the Chi- 
nese bookkeeper who was cremated by 
the Board. President Cooper stated 
that as the body was cremated in the 
foundry the ashes were not preserved. 


^ 
Inspection and Quarantine. 


Judge A< "W. Carter has been appoint- 


ed to organize a corps of inspectors and 
supervise them in making a thorough 
inspection of every Chinese and Japan- 
ese house between Waikiki and Kalihi. 
The force will be composed largely of 
volunteers and Judge Carter will per- 
sonally see to it that no dwelling is 
missed or cases of sickness missed. 


The military guards were with- 


drawn yesterday afternoon and dis- 
missed from further duty, their places 
being supplied by men who will be di- 
rectly under the orders of the Board. 
These men will be provided with police 
clubs, and in no instance are they to 
allow anyone to pass in or out of the 
places quarantined.

President Cooper said last night -with 


reference to the Chinaman who was at 
first reported to have come across the 
Pali from Kaneothe: "I am pretty well 
satisfied that the Chinaman did not 
come from Kaneohe. "We .nave traced 
iblm back to OMnatorom, but are not 
quite sure of his location *here. There 
•will, consequently, be no quarantine 
guard placed at the Pali, unless a gen- 
eral outbreak occurs, in •which, case a 
strong guard will be stationed there." 


Deputy Marshal Chillingworth said: 


"The man who died at Pawaa, came 
from Hong Cheng's store between Ke- 
kaullke and River streets since tine 
Quarantine was raised. The Chinaman 
who died at Palama did not come from 
Kaneoihe, and lias not been there for 
two.years. This is tbe result of my in- 
vestigation begun last night." 


At the Board of Health meeting 


Monday night, it was decided by the 
Board to offer a bounty of ten cents a 
head for rats from any part of Hono- 
lulu. This action of the Board was 
brought about 'by the statements of the 
medical members, that rats carried tlte 
plague^ infection from ships to the 
shore,'and Chat it would be a wise plan 
to kill off all the rats in Honolulu as 
soon as possible. 


The following inspector's report, 


showing the ownership of much of the 
property dn bis blotik, shows t'he pres- 
ence of inaccessible interiors of blocks 
which, 'will prevent It from becoming 
thoroughly cleansed 
unless radical 


changes are made in Ihe entire block. 
It reads: 


As inspector for Block "19" between 


Fort and Nuuanu street, Chaplain Lane 
and Hotel street, I have tihe (honor to 
make tihe following report: 


IjTaturally Nuuanu street presented 


the chief problem. The sanitary con- 
dition of these houses (occupied by 
Chinese and Japanese—chiefly Chin- 
ese) 
is bad, though probably not as 


had as in many other districts. 


The iiouses are very old, and from 


Chaplain Lane to the brick buildings 
owned by the McLean Estate (with the 
exception of the corner occupied by Ah 
Lo) are rickety and unsafe, badly 
lighted and crowded. The worst are 
the makai portions of the Silveira 
property—tihat owned by J. W. Austin, 
and property owned by Messrs. Gear 
and Harrison. 


The cesspools are entirely inacces- 


sible, and although in most cases not 
running over, are malodorous beyond 
remedy, and there is no available space 
to dig fresh cesspoois. 


Fortunately the remedy is easy and 


inatural. 
The widening of Nuuanu 


street condemns every one of the ob- 
jectionable buildings, and with the en- 
forcement of sanitary building regu- 
lations and the new sewage system, 
there should be no trouble. 


I would respectfully recommend that 


the widening of the Nuuanu street be 
undertaken as soon as the required 
legal steps will permit. However, In 
tine opinion of many besides the writer, 
the block Is too large even in vtew of 
iflhe proposed widening of Chaplain 
lane. 


Hoping that the Board will see its 


way clear to take action in both of the

THE SMIM'IIOX. 


The Board of Health, having accept 


-ed the duty of compelling private prop 
erty-owners to clean their premises a 
their own expense, is entitled to the 
active support, not only of tihe public 
but of the Council of State. It seems 
to the Advertiser that the time is now 
at band for making the desired appro- 
priation of $100,000 for permanen 
sanitary works. If no more cases of 
plague should occur and tihe quaran- 
tine of the port be declared off, then 
fhe Council of State would (have no 
authority to appropriate anything anc 
the task would devolve upon a Legis- 
latnre which may not lawfully sit. So 
the time to appropnate is now and the 
reason for doing so the need of erect- 
ing safeguards against any future epi- 
demics whether bubonic plague, chol- 
era or yellow fever. 


There as also, if the present visita- 


tion, is to continue, an 
immediate 


HTgency. The Board of Health says 
with justice that parts of Chinatown 
cannot be cleansed either by public or 
private initiative until certain streets 
are cut through infected blocks. The 
money to bear this cost must coone, if 
at all, through the Council of State. 


Another great danger to Honolulu 


and one to which Dr. Wood among 
others has often recurred, is the use of 
anfiltered water from the Nuuanu 
reservoirs. The filth which, from one 
cause or another, finds its way into 
those reservoirs, Is appalling. For years 
every effort to get an appropriation for 
filters has been balked—why is neither 
here nor there. The chance is now at 
band to secure the money and there is 
a surplus to draw it from. Why should 
not tike Council of State take the mat- 
ter up? Surely it is better to put a big 
jfart of the surplus into permanent 
sanitary values than to run the risk 
ttiat the United States Government 
through some hocus pocus, will apply 
tfce whole amount on occasion towards 
the payment of the"?4,000,000 indebted- 
ness which that Government has as- 
sumed.

CHAKCBS OF THE FDTCEE. 


Tie possibility that France may war 


npon England and thus make a Boer 
txiamph certain in South Africa is an 
interesting study in the light of Amer- 
ican, precedent. Will history repeat 
itself in this respect as it does in so 
many others?

icans might have beeji borne down but 
for French intervention.

We have heard it eald within th 


isust lew days by responsible citizen*, 
and we believe it to be true, that th 
trustees of the Bishop Estate are more 
to blame for the filth of Chinatown 
than any other persons in this place 
They control large areas there which 
are covered by the worst and mos 
squalid tenements, and we can hear o 
no case, save a very recent one, where 
they have compelled the occupants to 
keep the premises clean. Indeed, by a 
species of rack rent they have discour 
aged improvements, sanitary and otb 
erwise. And now they are deliberate- 
ly setting up a freehliuisance for fu- 
ture Boards of Health to combat. Have 
these comfortable gentlemen no other 
thought than the selfish one of divi- 
dends? 
Have they no care for the 


welfare and safety of the city as a 
whole? 


There has been considerable criticism 


of the Board of Health and there may 
be more. But we can tell the Board 
how to win enthusiastic applause from 
every disinterested citizen, and that is 
to carry out its present program of 
compelling private property-owners to 
clean up, with special reference to 
Bishop Estate nuisances. It would be 
a cheerful and pregnant omen if the 
authorities would treat the Bishop Es- 
tate as if it did not have a dollar or a 
friend in the world— treat it with the 
Impartial severity when It insists on 
maintaining plague spots which might 
be visited on a pauper Chinese hui. 
We should then begin to have some 
hope of the kind of a reform movement 
the majority of Honolulu people have 
been aching for these many years.

Transvaal is being treated almost as If 
t were a life and death struggle with 
iome commanding power. Before it is 
over Great Britain may have a larger 
force in South Africa than it had at 
Waterloo or in the Crimea. 


With such an army it is sure to win 


unless Russia and France make up 
heir minds that the psychological mo- 
ment has come for an attack on

France wants to re- 
rieve Faehoda, to regain lost ground 
n Egypt, to efface the poignant mem- 
ory of Waterloo. Against these ambl- 
ions Great Britain, in all the panoply 
of her splendid prestige, has stood al- 
most alone.

The Advertiser's plea for ian 'early 


meeting of the Council of State and

public. We now await official action 
which, we are told, will follow a report 
of Mr. Rowell, (the Superintendent of

Let it be hoped tfhat Mr. Itowell will 


act speedily so that the crisis which 
alone legalizes the appropriation of 
money by the Council of State may 
not pass before the money is taken out 
of the surplus.

The Advertiser, witnessing the care 


which the trustees evince for the pub- 
ic 'health by means of pledges freely 
given by complaisant Chinamen, makes 
bold to suggest still another way by 
which they may win a reputation for 
sanitary prudence. Why not stop leas- 
ng land to the Chinese with the privi- 
ege of putting up hovels and dens and 
;o in for model tenements of their 
own? The trustees of Trinity Church, 
New York, found it expedient to do 
"hat after the calcium light of the 
press had ibeen turned on their pie- 
ious methods of business and we are 
happy to say that they found the 
icheme profitable. May be it would be 
the same way with the Bishop Estate. 
But whether profitable or not such a 
course would relieve tihe trustees of a 
burden of public ill-will which is cer- 
tain to grow heavier when the people 
of Honolulu, free under municipal 
government to make this a model city, 
take it into their heads to summarily 
abate all nuisances. 


HAWAIIAN STOCKS. 


The Examiner of Dec. 21st makes a 


sensational statement concerning Ha- 
waiian stocks in San Francisco. It be- 
gins by putting in parallel columns the 
values of the stocks as -they were, and 
the values as at present quoted. In 
the first column we find tthe highest 
figures the stocks have been held at 
during any time of the past year, and 
in the second column figures, not of 
any sales that have been made, but of 
those offered for the stocks. 


A somewhat lengthy argument is 


indulged in by the Examiner writer to 
show that the bottom is dropping out 
of Hawaiian securities. The sole foun- 
dation on which the Examiner bases 
its argument is, that the Cubau crop 
will be sold for BO much next year that 
it will reduce the price of sugar to 3 
and 3% cents a pound. Any one -with 
knowledge of the Cuban situation 
knows the sugar plantations there are 
so demoralized that it will take them 
a number of years to recover. 


It is also a fact that the Hawaiian 


sugar stocks listed on the San Francis- 
co market, have for several months 
past, T>een selling x>n no speculative 
basis, but on that of a 12 per rent 
dividend. 


Private correspondence received yes- 


terday from San Francisco, 'states that 
the fluctuation in Island stocks is due 
to a bear raid ioade. on the market 
based on the rise of the English in- 
terest rate and' the only expectation 
is. that as soon as the English interest 
rate fluctuates bark to its normal 
figure, the stocks in question will Ttt- 
turn to the selling price which thev 
have been quoted at for several mon'h<; 
past.

Editor Advertiser:—This morn rag 


you editorially remarked that 
"the 


-watchwords of the hour are cleamli- 
ness and vigilance. 
In hoc signo 


vinces." 


The ^pertinency and truth of your 


words seem to require but little em- 
phasizing, but, nevertheless, it may not 
be amiss to call attention to a special 
and striking instance of the dominant 
power given over malignant insanitary 
conditions that, by their tendency to 
lower the normal status of health and 
vitality, invite all manner of disease,, 
and mot of plague only. Pathogenic! 
failings, weaknesses or peculiarities of 
any one, are intensified and oft-times 
rendered acute by such criminal neg- 
lect of all sanitary knowledge an* 
teaching that it at once raises a Ques- 
tion of our common sense, of our 
claims to civilization and our earnest- 
ness as men seeking' to make the best 
we can out of the puzzling mysteries 
and problems of life. The special and 
strfkdng instance to -which I would .call 
attention, and that wonderfully ex- 
emplifies how the disgrace of dirt and 
insanitary conditions form, a nidus for 
disease, occurred 
in Hongkong in 


1894. 
At a recent meeting of the Sani- 


tary Board of that city the principal 
civil medical officer stated how, •when 
'one district had 
been giving 100 


plague cases a day, 4000 of its inhab- 
itants were moved Into new, clean, 
four-story dwellings, and were com- 
pelled to ikeep these clean and well- 
aired, and that dn the next six weefks, 
not 100 cases a day but only ten cases 
of plague, in all, occurred, though the 
spldemic was raging through the rest 
of the town." 


Anent your annotation regarding 


rats it may be further stated that, the 
German Plague Commission, In their 
report on the plague epidemic in India. 
after alluding to tihe long-recognizetf 
fact that rats are' highly Beurftire to 
plague infection 
* « « called at- 


ention to another *-fact, miaanely, that 
as rats gnaw tihe dead fcaarts of their 
kind, tihe pestilence is rery ipiicldy 
spread among tiem and carried else- 
where, and ultimately carried to men. 
There is qu-ite sqflieient ^rifdence to 
warrant the 'belief that * - * the- 
extermlnation of these animals should' 
>e undertaken as one Of the means for 
he prevention or . limitation of the 
spread of the plague. 


It is not, sir, for a layman to speaJc 


of medical treatment, but it is perhaps 
permissible to quote* authorities—one 
such, of eminence, says, none of the 
modes of treatment have yielded any 
such measure of success as to (highly 
recommend themselves. 
Wthat then 


can be done? Much can be done, eveaz

A loyal backing up of the 


powers that be, and an equally loyal 
and careful attention to their adriee- 
glven.

Th6 Waterlogged Carson Being Tow- 


ed to ?Drt—Statements df Crew 


—Claudine 


The Aiueiican bartemlne William 


Carson, Captain J. Pita, from Newcas- 
tle with coal for this port, came into 
collision at about 3h30 on Wednesday 
night "with the Wilders' steamer Clau- 
dine, "bound for Maul ports, and was 
abanrtoned in a sinking -condition by 
her crew five mrautes after the disas- 
ter. 


Tbe Carson left Newcastle on 5Fo- 


Tenfber"7th with a cargo of 1,338 tons 
of coal consigned to H. TSackfeld & Co., 
and arrived off Koto Head shortly aft- 
er fiark on last Wednesday. Knowing 
the 'dangers of a;pproac<hlng the 'har- 
bor at-night, Captain Flltz decided to 
stand off and on till daylight. When 
about twelve mites south of Diamond 
Head the lights of a steamer were ob- 
served coming from Ore direction of 
Honolulu, and a remaEk that a tug was 
approaching was made by one of the 
crew. No danger was «pprehendsd un- 
til She vessel, which turned out to be 
the Claudine, blew one blast of her 
whistle, which signifies that the Steam- 
er's hdm had been put over to port, 
and a couple of mhrutes later she 
crashed into the salSng vessel, mak- 
ing -a huge hole in 'Ore latter's star- 
board bow. The starboard anchor of 
the -sailing vessel fouled with the 
steamer's rail, and the vessels hung 
together"for two or three minutes, •dur- 
ing "Which part of her crew clambered 
over the bows of tbe steamer. Five 
miirtttes after the collision the 'Carson 
careened over on h«r side, and the 
hull -was-awash. 
The Claudine promptly lowered her 


boats -and took off 13is 'balance Of the 
crew <Jf the sinking vessel, aafl, Barter 
standing by her for alsout an hour she 
steaznexl back to port snS reported the 
disaster- 
Three lady passengers were landed 


from the steamer, preferring -to re- 
main on shore after tfce shock 'experi- 
enced. 
The rescued crew and the captain's 


wife were Obliged to leave everything 
behind Qrem in their haste, and as the 
day had Treen rather warm, they -wore 
but little tilothing when landed. Cap- 
tain pntz and wife went at once-to-the 
Arlington "Hotel, while the men were 
looked after at the police station.

Grave Trouble Between the French 


iand Chinese. 


TACOMA, Dec. 17.—Oriental advices 


state that the French-Chinese boun- 
dary dispute at Kwongchouwan, on 
Kuangchcra Bay, has resulted in blood- 
shed. Marshal Su's arrival there last 
month wss -signalized by a lively pre- 
liminary fight between French and 
Chinese troops. From French sources 
it is learned;that the French had six 
wounded, while several Chinese were 
killed and sixty wounded. Both sides 
are preparing for war, though it is 
hoped the dispute will be settled ami- 
cably. 


Marshal Su is the most famous Chi- 


nese general living and the victor of 
the battle of Ltanshan in the last Fran- 
co-Chinese war. He -has a force of 30,- 
000 modern-drilled -soldiers under him, 
and was sent to Kuangchou Bay with 
express orders from the Empress Dow- 
ager to protest China's rights with 
force if necessary, and without fur- 
ther instructions from 
Peking.

Tsekhan, near hy, he has a reserve 
force of 6,000 regulars. The French 
force is much smaller, but it has as- 
sembled the following six warships in 
the bay to assist the troops, if neces- 
sary : Descartes, "Benagli, Pascal, Sur- 
prise, Lion and ©entrecasteanx.

DANGER TO THE CAELE. 


.Matters Are Now Complicated By a 


Spaa&h <Jxant. v 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 17. — The 


United Statea Government itself will 
probably feel the baneful effects ol a 
cable monopoly, for which Spain is 
responsible. Spain granted a coaces.- 
sion to the Eastern Extension Cable 
Company, under which that corpora- 
tion has the exclusive landing rights 
for all .cables joining the several isl- 
ands of the Philippines or connecting 
them with other countries. 
It is apparent that the effect of the 
cable concession granted the Eastern 
Company will be to cause that corpor- 
ation to protest against the violation 
of its rights by the United States, 
which proposes to run a line from a 
point on the California coast to Luzon, 
via the Hawaiian, Midway or Wake Isl- 
ands, and to establish international 
anA governmental cable communica- 
tion with Japan, between the Islands 
of Luzon and Formosa, and with Chi- 
na between the Island of Luzon and 
some commercially desirable Chinese 
port 'The laying of this cable will 
naturally injure the value of the East- 
ern ; Extension Company's concession 
and materially reduce its business, now 
conducted over the Hongkong-Manila 
line. 
Under the decision of Secretary Root 


in the matter of the concession held 
by the Western Union, this Govern- 
ment, under the terms of the treaty of 
peace, will be required to respect the 
rights possessed by the Eastern Ex- 
tension Company. This is apparently 
the opinion of Major R. B. Thompson, 
who was chief signal officer of the ar- 
my of the Philippines, whose annual 
report is published as an appendix to 
the report of Brigadif>v General Greely, 
chief signal offtp*-.. 
"The 
Hongkong 
cable," 
Major 


Thompson states, "formerly 
termina- 


ted at Bolinao, but under tiie Spanish 
authorization of March 30, 1898, it was 
extended to Manila. A Spanish decree 
granting this extension also appears 
to concede the monopoly of cable priv- 
ileges between Hongkong and Manila 
to the cable company until the year 
1940, and, what is of etill greater pres- 
ent moment, the decree gives the com- 
pany the exclusive landing rights for 
a long term of years for all cables join- 
ing the several islands or connecting 
them with other countries. 


"The only-escape from this monop- 


oly seems to lie in the redemption of 
the privileges by purchase, which is 
provided for at the rate of £5,000 for 
each remaining year of the concession.

HEALTHY CITY 


How Singapore is Kept 


From Plague, 


House and Water Regulations that 


Preserve People of an Equatori- 


al Port from Epidemics. 


Editor Advertiser: At a time when 


the subject of sanitation Is prominent- 
ly before the people of Honolulu, it 
may be of general interest to hear how 
troubles of the kind we have just ex- 
perienced are dealt with elsewhere. 


The city of Singapore is situated at 


the equator. Its mean annual tempera- 
ture is about 80 degrees Fahrenheit; 
the trade-winds, that are so pleasant 
and wholesome a feature of our Ha- 
waiian climate, are light and infre- 
quent, while the relative humidity of 
the atmosphere fa very great. The site 
of the city is, for the most part, an 
alluvial plain, intersected 
by tidal 


creeks and marshes, and diversified by 
dykes of granite and.laterite. 


The population of Singapore is (or 


was, 
when I resided there, some few 


years since) made up of about 150,000 
Asiatics and 6,000 Kuropeans. Of the 
Asiatics the Chinese constitute 
the 


major paoit; tiben follow the Indians, 
Malays, Japanese and others. The b.uuO 
whites include the British garrison of 
some 3,&00 men. 


The commercial Interests of Singa- 


pore are vastly greater than those of 
Hawaii. The docks, aggregating over 
three miles in length, arc thronged 
with shipping. Communication with 
Asia, Enrore and Australia Is con- 
stant. Fleets of junks ply between Sin- 
gapore and all the southern Chinese 
ports. The volume of A-slatle travel 
is great and unrestricted, save by 
health regulations. 


Cholera, plague, typhoid and small- 


pox are constantly present in the city: 
yet an epidemic of any of these diseases 
has not occurred for many years. As 
in Honolulu, the Asiatics live in all 
parts of tbe city, while there are .quar- 
ters in which no Europeans live. 


Singapore is Fxempt. 


From this brief description it will be 


seen that lie liability of Singapore, to 
epidemics Is much greater than that 
of Honolulu. -Yet for many years Sin- 
gapore baa been free from epidemics 
of the deadly diseaees. This immunity 
is to be ascribed, first, to the excel- 
lence of the water supply: and, second- 


ing the election of dwellings. 


The water supply is derived from an 


artificial lake some miles out of the 
city. This lake receives the drainage 
from the rainfall on an area constitut- 
ing a Government reservation. On 
this reservation no one is permitted to 
live; and the entire area Is enclosed by 
a cemented drain, insuring that no 
drainage from outside finds its way 
into the reservoir. From the impound- 
ing reservoir the water is cmweypd bv 
gravity to the filter-beds, which are In 
duplicate, assuring an uninterrupted 
supply of filtered water. From the fil- 
ter-beds tbe water Is pumped to the 
distributing reservoir, where it is 
thoroughly aerated before passing Into 
the city maina. 


No building can be erected in Singa- 


pore withont a peTnlt from the Pn'irl- 
ings Inspector. This permit, for which 
a charge is made, covers two points: 
suitability of site and conformity of 
proposed building to, municipal regu- 
lations. No matter wliat the size, cost 
or kind of'fltcelllng, ,the'ground floor 
must be of concrete, tile or stone, and 
made impervious to, water. The floor 
rannot be elevated aoove the ground, 
but tbe surface'of the ground may be 
raised to any <5eslre3 hight A cement 
drain, FO laid as to receive all 
the 


drainage fromThe bous*>, must b« built 
to connect with' the nearest sewer; 
thus it is impossible for the soil to be- 
come saturated-with fllt.h from 
the 


drainage. 


There'are jao-'cesspools. All closets 


-va furnished -wftti .galvanized iron 
rails to' receive;«Se defecations, - Each 
: corning these "pails are removed, to- 
•- other with their contents, and 
re- 


placed'by'dlean ones. All the night 
soi! Is -usefl as fertilizer by the Chinese 
plamers'and gardeners adjacent to the 
city. An Incinerating plant disposes of 
the garbage. 


ConBtr-ction of Building. 


No woo-len bnildlngs are permitted 


within the fire limits. No room can 
be smaller than a certain specified size. 
Tenements are divided into apartments 
by solid brick vnltt rising from ground 
to roof, and each'apartment has but one 
outside door, which opens upon 
the 
street No back doore or secret under- 
ground passages ere possible.

The soldiers were 
m the best of spirits and the merri- 
ment "was boisterous on board, notwitlr 
standing the siege of quarantine on 
Angel Island, which they had under- 
gone before sailing for the Philippines 
The ship Jabez Howes was sighted off 
Diamond Head late in the Afternoon 
and will come into the harbor this 
morning. The Mauna Loa, frdm Kona 
and Kau ports, is also due today, am 
will resume her regular schedule next 
week, if health regulations will permit 
Both the Island steamer lines are mak- 
ing every effort to cope with the situa- 
tion and they are commended by all.
